By Mr Stokes—I was in the shop when, 
on the 28th March, a_ dispute took 
place between Mr Watts and Mr. Hoighing- 
ton, I heard’ Mr Watts say ‘I told you to 
take only three quarters of an hour for 
tiffin. and you take aon hour,’ od Mr 
Beighington ssid ‘Yes.’ That-wa-all I 
heard. I have always been under the im-

Mc Stokes, in opening the defen, said 
the’case for the defendant was thst there 
wes on the 28th March a “direct disobedi- 
ence, on the part uf the plaintiff, of sdirect 
order, Ho submitted that legally this 
alone. would ‘be sufficient justification for 
his immediate dismissal...

-COOLIE, 

The following article, which wo takefrom 
the bopore Free Press, is 8 good illustra: 
tion of how an ordinance, framed for 
certain purposes, may. produce altogether 
different results from what wero anticipat- 
ed. . It roveuls alao no atite of things that 
is not ‘unknown ip Hongkong. Our tick- 
sha _conlie is about as much in the hands of 
beaduien as the Singapore coolie, Here is

Tho probability of the latter being 
bona fide usors of the licenses should in all 
future atlocationa of licenses give them 
the preference. . Some invostigation ap- 
poarg to be called for, as the facta of the 
case cértainly'imply great hardship to the 
rickshy coolls class, snd an abuse of the 
syatem of issuing of licences that cannot 
be enlured for s moment. 
atteution of ‘members of the Municipal 
Commission is called to this subject wo 
trust it will ba sifted to the bottom! The 
ignorant coolia does not know who is 
responsible for the extortion which compels 
him to appeal piteously for higher rates 
of fare than the regelations justify, if he is 
to live at all, -He only knows that he suf. 
fera greater oppresaion than before, and it 
will not be a matter of wonder if ho belioves 
the Municipal authorities or their sub- 
ordinates tobe the agents who are black- 
mailing hin. ‘This impression, no matter 
how little foundation for it there may b 
will keep alive a feeling of discontent and 
irritation against the authorities which will 
account for.the occasional’ disorderliness 
and turbulence shown by this section of 
the Chinese population.
